Philadelphia—The Ka Klux Klan 
has disregarded its charter and con- 
stitution and engaged in practices an- 
therefore “cannot hide its hands and 
demand equitable relief” in a United 
' States Court, an opinion handed down 
‘yesterday by the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals declared. 

The opinion was given in dismissing 
an appeal of the Klan from a decision 
of a District Court in Pittsburgh 
which had quashed a suit brought by 
the Klan to enjoin a Rey. John F. 
Strayer and four associates from us- 
ing the organization’s name and de- 
scribing themselves as Klansmen. Ar- 
gument was heard last spring on the 
‘appeal from the lower court’s decision 
which also had held that the hooded 
order had come into court “with un- 
‘clean hands” and therefore was not 
entitled to relief. ’ 

The Klan had asked $100,000 dam- 
‘ages from each of the five defendants, 
contending that they had collected’ 
‘fands of the organization after they? 
\had been expelled. The lower court! 
declined to bar the Klan and appoint’ 
‘a receiver. 
The opinion of the Court of Ap-) 
'peals, filed by Judge Victor B. Wool- 
ley, pointed out that both groups were | 
‘using the corporate title, each claim-| 
ing the legal right to do so. The! 
opinion .added: 

“If the defendants are using it, (the! 
corporate title), that may be in dero- 
gation of the plaintiff's right, but even |
